TREAT: 4 PLANETS 
DUE IN sour HWEST 


‘St. Louis astronomy fans will 
have something special to look 
for tonight—four planets usually 
seen in different parts of the sky 
will be all in the southwest. 

Big star of. the show will be 
Venus, which reaches its greatest 
brilliance and is now brighter 
than anything in the night sky 
except the moon. Jupiter, Mars 
and Mercury are the others in 
the quartet. 

Highest in the sky will be Ju- 
piter. Off to the right and lower, 
shining like a searchlight, will be 
Venus. Next is Mars, to the left 
of Venus.

Soviet Bosses Afraid Free 
World 
Power 
enkov 
Stalin.

WASHINGTON, March 7—The 
appointment of Georgi M. Malen- 
kov as chairman, or Premier, of 
the Council of Ministers of the 
Soviet Union so quickly after 
Joseph. Stalin’s death demon- 


strated that the men in the Krem- 
lin inner circle were fearful that 
a power vacuum in Russia would 
be exploited by the free world. 

The new Communist dictator 
undoubtedly had a large hand in 
selecting his associates, Vyaches- 
lav M. Molotov, as Foreign Min- 
ister, Nikolai Bulganin as War 
Minister and Laventri P. Beria, 
who as Interior Minister will have 
supervision of the secret police, 
ever-present in Russia and its 
satellites. 

So far as international affairs 
are concerned, this is a tougher 
and less responsible group than 
that dominated by Stalin in his 
later years. Only Molotov has had 
experience in the world outside 
Russia. The others are said to 
hate the West. 

Top Offices Reorganized. 

In addition to the appointment 
of top leaders, the Kremlin an- 
nounced a reorganization of the 
-enged offices of the party and 

the government. This swift move 
presumably will enable Malenkov 
to consolidate his pesition against 
potential rivals. 

The changes announced yester- 
day were made by the inner 
clique of the Kremlin without 
semblance of popular voting pro- 
cedures. They are scheduled to 
be formally approved by a meet- 
ing of the Supreme Soviet on 
March 14. This body, dominated 
like everything else in Russia by 
the Communist party, is nomi- 
nally the highest governmental 
body, somewhat comparable in 
form to our Congress. 

Neither the White House nor 
the State Department would com- 
ment on ascension of Malenkov. 
The nearest. approach to an an- 
nouncement of American policy 
was radio broadcasts by the Voice 
of America. For cold war pur- 
poses, the theme of these broad- 
casts was that Malenkov’s selec- 
tion did not signify that the great 
problem of Russiah succession 
had been solved and might mean 
a prolonged struggle among the 
topmost personalities, perhaps 
with violence, intrigue and 
treachery. 

Advocate of Ruthless Power. 

Russian experts in Washington 
rate Malenkov as one capable of 
carrying on Stalin’s policy. of 
ruthless power within Russia and 
in the satellite countries. For 
years he was Stalin’s private sec- 
retary and later became a secre- 
tary of the Communist party, a 
position which carries with it 
detailed knowledge of the party 
members, their strengths and 
weaknesses. Stalin rose to power 
by becoming general secretary of 
the party in Lenin’s timé and he 
never relinquished the post. 

Malenkov, like Stalin, will be 
Prime Minister and head of the 

party, the essentials for a Russian 
dictatorship. He is said to lack 
Stalin’s patierice, tolerance and 
well-timed humor. He does not 
have the advantage of a war rec- 
ord equal to Stalin’s and is not 
as photogenic—a top considera- 
tion in a dictatorship as in a 
democracy. 

As a dictator he can avoid the 
pitfalls of a triumvirate, or as it 
is called in Russian, a _ troika. 
Whether he can remain dictator is 
the question. In 1924, after 
Lenin’s death a three-man com- 
mission of Stalin, Gregory Zino- 
viev and Leon Kamenev was set 
up to rule Russia.

KARLSRUHE, Germany, March

This decision left the way open 
for Parliament to vote on. the 
treaty March 19 as scheduled. 

A decision by the court to rule 
in advance on the issue might 
have caused postponement of the 
vote to await the court’s ruling. 

A majority vote for the import- 
ant treaty seems possible of at- 
tainment by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenaver’s three-party coalition. 
There would be virtually no 
chance for it to win the two- 
thirds vote the anti-rearmament 
Socialist party contends is need- 
ed. 

The Socialists claim the treaty, 
by raising a new German army, 
amends the constitution adopted 
by demilitarized Germany four 
years ago and therefore. must 
havé the two-thirds vote needed 
for constitutional amendment. 

As a result of the court's ac- 
tion, this question will be left for 
settlement after Parliament votes. 

The court gave no indication 
whether it considered a majority 
or a two-thirds vote proper for 
the treaty’s ratification.

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GROUP SAYS FUNDS 
ARE AVAILABLE FOR 
BIG ROAD PROGRAM 


CHICAGO (UP)—The American 
Public Works Association believes 


program could be accomplished in 
most states with no additional 
financing. 

The association said that an 
estimated two billion dollars in 
state and federal funds already 
has been earmarked for highway 
purposes, along with another two 
billion dollars being collected an- 
nually by the states in gasoline 
taxes. 

For new construction and main- 
tenance of existing highways, it is 


spent $1,900,000,000 compared 
with $1,381,506,000 for construc- 
tion and $502,196,000 for main- 
tenance in 1951. Included in these 
figures is $400,000,000 contributed 
each year by the Federal Govern- 
mént. 

With state expenditures for 
new highways and maintenance 
about equalling the money com- 
ing in from gas taxes, the associa- 
tion said the equivalent of virtual- 
ly all federal aid funds could be 
added to reserves. 

At the end of 1951 it was esti- 
mated that these reserves for new 
construction totaled $1,100,000,- 
000. Federal Government funds 
authorized but not appropriated 
for highway aid to the states were 
placed at one billion dollars.

Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson likewise assures Senators that 
the Far Eastern Command has enough ammuni- 
tion to “counter any enemy attack.” 

Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts has asked 
defense officials to clarify “this confusion” be- 
fore the committee next Tuesday. The Republi- 
can chairman, who is one of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration leaders in Congress, asks for a 
Pentagon explanation 

which will-make for a sensible and reason-— 

able comprehension of what, I must admit, 

is at this moment a most disturbing and un- 

expected set of circumstances. 

Scnator Byrd goes much further. He says that 
for ‘such a situation” to extend “over 22 months 
represents criminal inefficiency.” He demands 
that Secretary of Defénse Wilson find out who is 
responsible and see that appropriate punishment 
is handed out. Senator Hunt, Wyoming Demo- 
crat, wants to know if Congress is responsible in 
its military appropriations. 

. * * ‘ 

This is a matter which should lie very close 
to the heart of Dwight D. Eisenhower. In his 
election campaign, he said he was going to Ko- 
rea and that if his trip saved the life of “just one 
American boy” he ‘would count it well worth 
while. 

What did he find out about ammunition when 
he was in Korea? What does he know today? In 
view of the scores of biljons which go every 
year to war and defense, it should riot be possi- 
ble for this subject even to come up. 

The country voted for a change last. Novent- 
ber. It gave business leadership an opportunity 
to show what executive efficiency can do. Noth- 
ing should take precedence over clearing up this 
munition shortage problem immediately and 
permanently. 
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Sniping at Non-Partisan Court Plan 

A new effort to repeal the nonpartisan court 
plan has been started in the State Senate by 
Senators Allen of Rockport and Cox of Spokane. 
Both are Republicans. 

Senator Allen talks about giving “the people 
the right to vote for our judges in the good old- 
fashioned American way.” But that became the 
way of engulfing the bench in al] the pressures 
of politics. And it was as a relief from that way 
that the nonpartisan plan was adopted in 1940 
for the larger communities of the state and for 
the Missouri Supreme Court. , 

Voters now have the right to say whether a 
judge shall remain on the bench or whether he 
shall be replaced, but the abuses of a direct per- 
sonal conflict are avoided. Efforts to change the 
plan were made in the constitutional convention 
of 1943-44 as well as in several legislative ses- 
sions, but nothing came of them. . 

The constituents of Senators Allen and Cox, 
the people of Rockport and Spokane, still choose 
their judges in the old way. And we suggest 
that nothing be done to change the nonpartisan 
plan—at least until complaints against it are 
raised in the areas in which it is used. So far, 
the people of those areas seem happy with it. 
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Cleanup for Missouri’s Streams 

Missouri’s streams undoubtedly need to be 
cleaned up, but the question is whether the 
bill introduced by Representative Robert C. 
Smith of Columbia is the way to do it. 

The Smith bill would set up a water pollution 
control board, of which five members would 
be ex-officio and eight would be appointed by 
the Governor. No one could discharge sewage 
or wastes into Missouri streams without the 
board’s permission. Penalties would be fines up 
to $500 and imprisonment for 90 days. 

Such a board might be exceedingly vulner- 
able to political pressure. Why not, instead, con- 
sider centering water pollution control in the 
State Conservation Commission, which is al- 
ready protected against political pressures? 

Whether the enforcement provisions of the 
proposed law would prove adequate is another 
question. Missouri already has.laws which make 
it possible to prosecyte stream polluters if they 
are endangering the public health or killing or 
damaging fish. But the first of these laws re- 
quires an entirely too drastic situation before 
the state can act, and the second is not sup- 
ported with dny adequate means of enforcement. 

So inadequate are Missouri's laws on the 


" subject that the Missouri Basin Survey Com- 


mission said in its recent report: “Missouri and 
Nebraska have virtually no legislative provision 
for control and abatement of; pollution.”

Two Law Breakers in Three 
Violations of the city’s rooming house ordi- 
nances seem to be so widespread as to demand 
a major enforcement drive with every resource 
at the city’s command. Preliminary data collect- 
ed by Building Commissioner Baum indicates 
that 2123 roaming houses are operating without 
permits, and Public Safety Director Dyer adds 

that the total may in fact be even larger. 

_Mr. Baum’s figures are based on a compari- 
son of federal rent records with the list of 
holdefs of city licenses. His check showed that 
of 3675 persons on the federal list, only 1243 
had been granted city permits. And since the 
city inspects only licensed establishments, this 
means that two in every three rooming houses 
are never examined for fire, health and other 
hazards. . 3 

The existence of the federal list should make 
the job of compelling compliance a little easier. 
City Hall ought to call on the Police Department 
to visit every suspected unlicensed establish- 
ment. If operators cannot produce a t, 
they ought to be arrested and marched off to 
court. If there are as many violators as Mr. 
Baum’s check would indicate, the police co 
are in for a busy time. 
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- The President’s Reason 
President Eisenhower's new announcement 
that he will sign an offshore-oii quitclaim bill is 
unusually disquieting. The President’s press con- 
ference statement made plain that his decision 
is- based on his reading, “years ago,” of the 
terms under which Texas was admitted into the 


“ Union. He gave no indication that he realized 


the Supreme Court had considered those same 
terms and had decided Texas no more “owned” 
offshore lands than did California and Louisiana. 

The President implies that his reading of the 
Texas admission terms convinced him California 
and Louisiana also own the marginal seas off 
their coasts. But Texas’ claim to the offshore 
lands was based on the argument that the terms 
of its admission made it a special case, different 
from California and Louisiana. 

The President has brushed aside the doubts of 
his chief legal adviser, Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell, as to the constitutionality of a quit- 
claim bill. Mr. Brownell wanted to give the 
states the oil but retain all the other adjuncts of 
sovereignty, in order to avoid a constitutional 
test, 

The President dismissed these qualms of his 
Attorney General as legal concepts. He ignored, 
likewise, the advice of the State Department. The 
deputy legal adviser of that department, Jack B. 
Tate warned in testimony to a Senate committee 
that the quitclaim bill could set off a chain re- 
action of extravagant claims to wide areas of 
the high seas by other nations. 

Gen. Eisenhower originally announced his sup- 
port of an offshore quit-claim bill last spring, as 
a candidate. Then, in June, he revealed that he 
had not known that the Supreme Court had al- 
ready ruled on the case. “I am one of those who 
obey the Supreme Court,” he said, and he went 
on to add: “I know too little about it.” : 

As President, he now favors reversing the 
judgment of the Supreme Court on the basis of 
what he knew about the merits of the case when 
he said he knew too little about it. 

As former Solicitor General Perlman said to 
the Senators at the: hearing: 


He couldn’t have looked into it very much. 
That is what worries me as a citizen. If the 
President would only sit down and get the 
facts which his own statement during the 
campaign showed he never had, I would feel 
better about any decision eventually made 
in this matter.

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Benson’s Unsound Butter Peg 


Decision to support price at 90 per cent for full year described 
as strictly political and economically reckless; Iowa newspaper 
argues this guarantee is too high and method of support is wrong; 
} direct payments to farmer and consumption of surplus preferable. 


An Editorial in The Des Moines Register 


Agriculture Secretary Ezra Benson has 
done a lot of talking about the need for 
more flexibility in farm. price supports. 
But in the first case where he had to make 
a decision he kept the price pegs at the 
highest possible level—in the face of a 
staggering. surplus—and for another full 
year. 

He has announced that the support for 
dairy product prices will be maintained at 
90 per cent of agg | until April 1954. Un- 
der the law the Sécretary can support 
dairy prices any- 
where from 75 to 90 
per cent of parity. 

On Secretary Ben- 
son’s theory that 
Government price 
guarantees should 
not encourage uneco- 
nomic production, 
and that market 
prices should be al- 
lowed to guide con- 
sumption and pro- 
duction, this decigion 
to hold butter prices 
at 90 per cent of 
parity does not make 
sense! | 

Mr. Benson could not have found a bet- 
ter example of what is wrong with fixed 
supports, 

The Government now holds about 90,- 
000,000 pounds of butter, and the flush 
milk production season is yet to arrive. 

Under the new price support, the Gov- 
ernment probably wil continue to buy al- 
most half the national output of butter. 

This could easily develop into a much 
worse fiasco than the potato and egg price 
support programs several years ago. 

If Secretary Benson wants to use ‘the 
price support.system as a means of guid- 
ing more economic use of farm production 
resources, then he should lower the price 
support on butter. It would be reasonable 
to do this by easy stages over a period of 
a year. To keep the price guarantee at 90

per cent of parity throughout the next year 
~ recklessly unsound from an economic 


There is a strong argument for keeping 
price supports of milk and other dairy 
products up to the 90 per cent level. But 
in the case of butter, 90 per cent of parity 
is far out of line with market reality. 

Oleomargarine manufacturers, who have 
been steadily grabbing off larger and larg- 
er chunks of the table-fat market‘in re- 
cent years, could not ask for a better deal. 
The Federal Government is making com- 
petition as easy as possible for them. 

As for dairymen, they are being discour- 
aged from making the adjustments which 
all the economic facts scream are neces- 
sary. In the long run they lose instead of 
gain from this policy. 

Not only has Secretary Benson made a 
strictly political decision, which is blindly 
in conflict the economic situation, 
but he apparently is continuing a ‘method 
of support Which is the most wasteful he 
could choose. ' 

This method is for the Government to 
buy up and store butter, a highly perish- 
able product. The law prohibits selling 
Government holdings. at less than 5 per 
cent above the support price. After the 
stored butter has become rancid, of course, 
it can be sold for a, lower use—perhaps to 


make soap. 

It would have been much wiser for Sec- 
retary Benson to ask Congress for funds to 
make direct payments to farmers of the 
difference between the market price and 
the guaranteed price.

—The United® States embassy 
says it has no confirmation of 
reports that United States and 
Cuban shrimp boats have carried 
arms while fishing off Mexico’s 
coast. Published reports have said 
the foreign boats were armed, 
some with machine guns, and that 
Mexican fishermen have asked 
permission to arm themselves as 
a protective measure. 

Charge d’Affairs Paul Culbert- 
son of the United States embassy 
said he had received no confirma- 
tion at all of the reports, and 
added that the United States 
boats seized this week off Cam- 
peche were certainly unarmed. 

Culbertson conferred yesterday 
with the Mexican minister of for- 
eign relations on the Campeche 
case. Shortly afterward, the em- 
bassy received word that Cam-; 
peche authorities had gone ahead 
with the seizure process, con- 
fiscating the fishing gear and car- 
goes of the captured boats. Later 
in the day several American own- 
ers of the captured shrimp boats 
arrived in Campeche to look into 
the situation first hand, and to 
take whats teps they could to pro- 
tect their interests.

PASADENA, Calif.. March 7 
(AP) — William Martin Jeffers, 
former president of the Union 
Pacific railroad, died yesterday in 
a hotel from what an associate 
described as “complications of ad- 
vanced age.” He had been ill for 
two years. He was 77 years old. 

The son of a railroader, Jeffers 
began his career as a call boy for 
the Union Pacific at 14. He be- 
came president of the road in 
1937, when it had 65,000 em- 
ployes. In taking the job, Jeffers 
said his ambition had been real- 
ized and that it was “a greater 
thrill to become president of the 
Union Pacific than to have be- 
come President of the United 
States.” 

His administration was marked 
by many progressive advance- 
ments, including fast, low-fare 
trains, low-priced dining car meals 
and service by nurse-stewardesses. 

Jeffers took great pride in 
maintaining close contact with the 
men in the ranks, and friends said 
he never was too busy to stop 
and talk over railroad problems 
with the workers. He continued 
to carry his card in the telegraph- 
ers’ union after becoming an 
executive. 

In 1942 Jeffers accepted the 
invitation of President Roosevelt 
to become wartime rubber ad- 
ministrator. He served in that 
capacity for a year, then returned 
to his railroad. He retired in 
1946 on a railroad pension esti- 
mated at more than $30,000 a 
year. His wife, Mrs. Lena A. 
Jeffers, died the same year.

Edward Wormley’ so they would think I was an 
adult, at least, and those huge packages of mate- 
rials Would be sent to our home. I would pick out 
some wonderful color swatches and mail the rest 
right back to New York.” ‘

BUT HIS HOBBY of dreaming up handsome 
rooms soon furned into serious study and later a 
job in Marshall Field’s decorating department, and 
his career had begun. 

Today, 25 years later, that career has taken him 
from the Midwest to New York where he and a 
staff of three colleagues work in an office next 
door to his apartment. 

There, looking out over the East river, he creates 
new designs for contemporary furniture with which 
his name has long been associated. 

In the early thirties he spent some time in 
Europe where he found that designers on the Con- 
tinent were far ahead of America in creating func- 
tional furniture lines. So on his return he joined 
the staff of an Indiana concern and created for it 


the largest line of modern furniture then in exist- 
ence. 


x *« *& 


MODERN FURNITURE, as it is known today, has 
roots that reach far back into the past. Wormley 
has created a new Morris chair—so popular in this 
country a half-century ago—based on a new con- 
struction principle. Recently, he found a picture 
of an occasional chair, similar to a stenographer’s 
chair in a modern office, which had been created 

a German artist in 1899. Working only from the 
photograph, WormJey designed a chair on the same 
lines, then wrote to Germany to see if the original 
designer's family could’ be located for payment of 
royalties. 

“I was surprised to find out that the designer 
himself was still living. He wrote to\me and sent 
me his original plans. We .compared them and 
with the exception of one change which I had 
made on purpose, they were so similar that it was 
hard to tell the difference.”

ANOTHER “OLD-FASHIONED” idea whith is 
back in the furniture picture today is that of using 
the same upholstery fabrics on a sofa and occasion- 
al chair, reminiscent of the “living room suites” of 
yesteryear. On display at the home furnishings ex- 
hibition are several pieces of furniture esigned by 
Wormley, including a long sofa and chair, both 
covered in a rich chocolate brown. 

“Using two large pieces such as this with the 
same upholstery makes a room seem quieter,” said 
the designer. “It would be especially valuable dec- 
orating principle if the room were ‘busy’ from an 
architectural standpoint, in other words, if its basic 
plan were cut up or cluttered, 

“Repeating fabrics also can make a room look 
larger. And another suggestion for giving the illu- 
sion of space is the hang the draperies not just 
over the windows but over the adjacent walls. That 
enlarges the room and also lets in more light.” 

Because of his background as an interior dec- 
orator, Wormley creates his furniture designs with 
an eye to such cons‘derstions as space, light and 
room traffic—and the streamlining of American 
life.

WORMLEY’S OWN LIFE is “so busy it has to 
be simple” His colleagues live close to his apart- 
ment and walk to work, arriving in time for a sec- 
ond cup of coffee in the boss’s apartment. 


Travel and photography are two hobbies Worm- 
ley follows religiously, and he closes his office 
every September and takes off in another direction 
to see a new part of the world and take pictures 
on the way.

Just why carpet is priced by the 
yard when rooms are always 
measured by feet no one seems 
to know. It's confusing, espe- 
cially now that so many rugs 
even in standard sizes are cut 
from rolls of carpeting rather 
than offered ready-made _ at 
quoted — - “ entire rug. 


AND SO MANY RUGS are cut 
to unusual sizes because we like 
rfect fit fer the room. Some- 
ow, a price per square yard 
makes the rug sound as if it 
would be more expensive than it 
actually will be. You may find 
that a price that sounded too high 
per yard really isn’t too high

HERE, BRIEFLY, IS HOW TO 
GO ABOUT IT: First of all you 
should know that carpet comes in 
rolls that are 9, 12, 15 and some- 
times 18 feet wide, and these can 
be cut and bound to fit any room. 

To decide the rug size needed 
at your house, measure the room, 
the length and the width from 
wall to wall. Then measure pro- 
jections such as a fireplace, radi- 
ators, girders. The rug should 
be as large as possible, but pro- 
jections must be considered in de- 
termining how much floor will 
be left uncovered. 

If, for example, a room measures 
14 by 17 feet from wall to wall 
and has a radiator which pro- 
jects into the room one foot, allow 
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for a one-foot border of floor on 


all sides—which means that 12x15 
rug will fit. 
a 


FIND THE NUMBER of square 
feet in the rug, by multiplying 12 
by 15. The total is 180 square 
feet. Now to find the number of 
square yards, remember that there 
are 9 square feet in one square 
yard Divide 180 by 9 and the 
answer is 20. 

You need 20 square yards for 
the rug, which, if the carpet is 
priced at $6 per square yard 
makes the cost $120. To this the 
store will add the minor costs of 
binding and finishing, but you 
are very close to the figures you 
wanted to see how the rug will 
fit both the room and the budget.

YEARS now the Midwestern Area 
Office of the American Red 
Cross has — without cost — 
provided the St. Louis Health 
Division with gamma globulin so 
effectively used in the prevention 
or modification of méasles. Dur- 
ing 1952 the health division dis- 
tributed approximately 1500 vials 
of this serum to private physi- 
cians in St. Louis for patients 
who were unable to pay for the 
serum. 

Recent experiments have proved 
that gamma globulin is a power- 
ful weapon against the paralyzing 
effects of poliomyelitis. It is esti- 
mated that at least 2,000,000 chil- 
dren will be exposed next summer 
to polio, It takes a little more 
than one pint of whole blood to 
produce an average dose of gam- 
ma globulin. One dose may pro- 
tect a child against the paralysis 
from polio for a period of the 
second through the fifth week 
following injection. 

To meet this added responsi- 
bility and to produce the maxi- 
mum amount of gamma globulin 
possible, will mean that several 
million more pints of blood must

NEW YORK, March 7 (UP) — 
Stocks weathered the Russian 
news this week without difficulty. 
Announcement of the critical ill- 
ness Of Premier Stalin on 
Wednesday brought a fairly wide 
decline with a minutes of 
ticker lateness.. 

Before that the list had been 
rising and after it prices stead- 
ied. The over all result was a 55 
cent rise in industrals, a seven 
cent rise in utilities and a loss of 
$1.12 in rails, all Dow-Jones fig- 
ures.

Selling Is Cautious. 

What selling occurred was of 
the cautious variety in issues that 

ad had fairly good advances 

viously. Most of it- was profit- 
taking and some of this came 
from new traders bent on making 

a killing in speculative issues now 
that 50 per cent marg'ns are in 
order, against 75 per cent re- 
cently, 

The special issues featured all 
week and were among the hard- 
er hit when the list declined. 
Rails moved miost widely in the 
leading groups. 

Air conditioning issues were 
given a whirl on predictions of a 
boom in that industry. Cement 
stocks rose on heavy road build- 
ing programs. Soft drink stocks 
continued to profit by lower 
prices for their raw materials. 
Tobaccos and coppers respcnded 
further to higher prices. Aircrafts 
rose ond record order backlogs. 
Papers responded to heavy de- 
mand for that industry's products. 

: Merger Rumors Help. 

Several merger prospects and 
actual merger announcements 
helped the' Shares concerned. 
Willys-Overland was active on 
news it and Kaiser-Frazer are in 
merger talks. Actual announce- 
ment of a merger of Sharp and 
Dohme and Merck helped those 
issues. Robbins Mills was strong. 
Pacific Western Oil and Mission 
Corp., linked in rumored merger 
talk, were up. 

Hope for a reduction in liquor 
taxes helped that group late in 
the week. 

Steels lost fractions. Motors 
were depressed on a small reduc- 
tion in production caused by a 
strike in a leading parts supplier 
and steel shortages. Coppers gave 
up some of their gains on profit- 
taking. 

In the rails, prices were highly 
irregular with the range among 
the leaders between a 2-point 
loss in Santa Fe and a 15% point 
rise in Rock Island. —
